I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  report  for  the 
year  1951*,  and  including  as  an  appendix  a  report  on  the  Local  Health 
Authority’s  services  in  the  West  Riding  County  Gouncil’s  Ho*  1*  Health 
Division  which  covers  the  urban  districts  of  Silsden,  Earby,  Barnoldswick 
and  Skipton,  and  the  Skipton  Rural  District* 

The  sections  of  the  report  dealing  vdth  housing,  factories, 
environmental  hygiene,  and  the  supervision  of  food  have  boon  compiled 
by  the  chief  sanitary  inspector  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due,  not  only  for 
this,  hut  for  his  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year* 

It  is,  of  course,  hut  a  brief  account  of  the  work  performed 
by  the  department ^  for  the  preventive  health  services  generally  work 
unobtrusively  and  smoothly,  and  their  effectiveness  is  marked  only  by 
the  absence  of  cases  and  deaths  from  disease,  which  have  no  news  value 
or  popular  appeal*  Because  this  work  is  unspectacular  and  goes  on 
unpublicised,  there  is,  at  present,  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  nation 
to  forget  v/hat  it  owes  to  the  preventive  health  services  which,  for  many 
decades,  have  been  responsible  for  the  saving  of  an  infinity  of  human 
life  and  suffering*  And  although  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  the  record  of  vital  statistics 
nay  he  regarded  as  satisfactory,  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
barriers  between  health  and  illness  a.rc  slender,  and  are  only  maintained 
by  continuous  and  close  attention  to  a  multitude  of  factors  which  are 
related  in  one  way  or  another  to  the  health  of  the  public* 

In  concluding  this  introduction,  I  should  like  to  place  on 
record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairmn  and  Members,  the  Clerk  and  other  officials 
and  the  staff  of  the  department  for  their  kindness  and  courteous  assistance 
at  all  times*

OOmaNTARY  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  s 


Tho  birth  rate  of  13*9  shows  a  slight  reduction  on  tho  figures  of  14.0 
and  14.9  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The  rate  for  England  and  Yifales  continues 
to  fall,  being  15.5  compared  with  15.8  in  1950  and  16.7  in  1949. 

DEATHS  8 

The  crude  death  rate  v/as  14.36  compared  with  a  rate  of  12*5  for  England 
and  Wales,  and  with  rates  of  13.8  and  14.9  in  1950  and  1949  respectively .  The 
corrected  death  rate  obtained  by  using  the  area  comparability  factor  was  13.07. 
This  factor  is  nov/  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  and  permits  a  compoxison  to 
be  made  between  populations  which  vary  in  their  constitution  according  to  age  and 
sex,  and  in  ^i/hich  birth  and  death  rates  are  not  otberv/isc  strictly  tomparable.

This  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births 
In  1951  it  Vi/as  17.9  compared  with  37  £?.nd  17  in  the  two  preceding  years.  The  rate 
for  England  and  "Wales  as  a  whole  was  29.6. 

MTBRNAL  MORTALITY s 

There  were  again  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  maternal 
death  rate  for  Engla.nd  and  Wales  was  0.79  per  1^000  total  births,  compared  with 
0,86  and  0.98  in  the  two  preceding  years o 

Whilst  the  vital  statistics  for  the  district,  compare  favourably  ?idth  the 
national  figures,  and  the  incidence  of  disease  is  certainly  no  higher  than  in  the 
country  generally,  there  are  still  no  grounds  for  cojoplacency  when  80,000  people 
a.ro  dying  of  cancer  every  year,  a  largo  number  of  whom  could  be  sa.vcd  by  ea.rlier 
dia.gnosis|  when  there  are  ini  Bngla.Bd  and  Wales,  800  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
400  deaths  each  week  from  what  is  a  pireventablo  disease;  v/hen  one  third  of  all 
sickness  in  the  population  is  mainly  caused  by  mental  ill  health;  and  when  15,000 
people  a-rc  dying  each  year  from  accidents,  and  a  far  larger  number  are  injured* 
Furthermore,  as  the  average  life  span  is  now  close  to  three  score  years  and  ton, 
our  failure  to  deal  effectively  v/ith  such  diseases  as  rheumatism  and  rheumcitic 
fever,  atherosclerosis,  hypertension,  and  gastric  and  duodenal  ulceration  has 
become  more  obvious.

3.  HOSPITiiL  SERVICES  o 


There  heve  been  no  major  alter0.tion3  in  the  general  arrangements 
during  the  year,  and  the  improved  range  of  consultant  services  which  is  now 
available  locally  is  appreciated.  In-patient  accommodation  for  acute  illness  is 
usually  available,  but  there  is  often  delay  in  admitting  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  particularly  female  patients.  More  maternity  accommodation  is  now  a.vailablQ 
than  over  before,  and  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  securing  accommodation  for 
cases  of  infectious  disease. 

4.  BLIND  PERSONS. 

There  are  40  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district |  supervision 
is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  Teacher  employed  by  the  County  Council,  and 
specialist  examinations  aro  carried  out  periodically  by  an  ophthalmologist.

6,  FOOD  HYGiaNBo 


This  is  a  matter  which  still  requires  a  great  deal  of  attention!  for 
although  there  was  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  the  number  of  incidents  reported  in  England  and  Y/ales  in  1950  shows 
a  fiu’ther  increase o  This  rise  in  incidence  of  what  is  an  entirely  preventable 
diseo-se  can  only  be  checked  by  higher  standards  of  food  preparation  and 
preservat ion • 

The  majority  of  outbreaks  Y/ere  due  to  meat  dishes  usually  associated 
Ydth  processed  or  made-up  meat  in  the  form  of  pics,  st'ows,  sausage  meat,  brawn, 
pressed  beef,  reheated  meat  and  rissoles#  Others  v/cre  due  to  infected  trifles, 
ice  cream,  custard,  cream'  buns  and  other  foods  of  a  like  kind#  Duck  eggs  also 
continue  to  be  a  source  of  infection# 

The  following  abstract  from  a  "Bulletin  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Services"  provides  an  admirable  summary  of  the  present 
position# 


"Prevention  of  food  poisoning  due  to  contamination  of  this  kind  of 
food  is  not  primrily  a  bacteriological  problem#  If  meat  dishes  were  eo-ten  as 
soon  as  they  were  cooked,  the  incidence  of  food  poisoning  would  be  greatly 
reduced#  Those  who  arc  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  food,  especially 
meat,  for  consumption  by  the  public  should  know  that  when  food  is  eaten  as 
soon  as  it  is  prepared,  not  only  is  the  risk  of  food  poisoning  reduced  but 
the  food  is  of  superior  flavour  and  palatability •  It  is  for  the  catering  trade 
to  realise  their  responsibilities  in  this  matter  and  to  devise  methods  for 
the  preparation  of  food  in  large  quantity#  Food  prepared  one  or  two  days 
before  it  is  to  be  eaten,  allowed  to  cool  slowly  -  often  in  a  warm  kitchen  - 
and  then  reheOwted  sloY/ly  to  a  moderate  temperature  Y/ell  below  100  C •before  it 
is  served  is  potentially  do.ngerous  to  the  consumer#  If  it  is  impossible 
for  meals  in  co^nteens  and  restaure^nts  to  be  prepared  and  eaten  within  a  fev/ 
hours,  then  apparatus  for  the  rapid  cooling  of  the  food  and  refrigeration  at 
4*^Co until  it  is  to  be  reheated  must  be  brought  into  general  use#  When  such 
food  is  reheated  it  must  be  brought  to  boiling  point  before  it  is  served# 

Food  poisoning  is  not  only  the  result  of  unsatisfactory  methods  of  preparation# 
Much  of  it  is  due  to  a  disregard  of  elementary  personal  hygiene#  Staphylococcal 
outbreaks  almost  always  result  froim  contariination  of  the  food  by  the  food 
handlers.  As  in  previous  years  in  a  number  of  outbreaks  the  epidemic  phage 
type  of  Staphylococcus  aureus  has  been  found  on  the  hands,  in  the  nose,  or  in 
boils  or  abrasions  on  the  face,  hands,  or  forearms  of  the  food  handlers# 

It  is  clear  that  until  food  handlers  arc  educated  in  personal 
hygiene,  outbreaks  will  continue  to  occur#  Hot  water,  soap  and  towels  in 
kitchens  and  food  preparation  rooms,  and  the  frequent  use  of  them  by  the  food 
handlers  during  the  course  of  their  work  would  make  a  great  and  immodiato 
contribution  to  the  solution  of  the  problem". 


SECTION  G. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1.  DIPHTHERIA. 


A-  very  gratifying  to  report  yet  another  year  without  a  single  case 

Of  diphtheria.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  continue  to  show  a  reduction 

fvheroas  in  pre-Vfer  years  there  were  around  60,000  cases  and 
0,000  eeaths  each  year,  there  were  but  957  cases  and  49  deaths  in  1950. 


2 .  SCARLET  FEVER. 


There  were  24  cases  of  scarlet  fever  conpared  with  38  in  the  previous 

yoi~r.  ^  were  nild,  and  there  is,  as  yet,  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  scarlet 

lever  is  likely  to  revert  to  the  serious  and  sonotimes  fatal  type  which  occurred 
earlier  in  the  century. 


3.  WHOOPING  COUCH. 

This  disease  was  again  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  there  bcine  182 
cases  conpared  with  141  and  23  in  1950  and  1949  respectively. 

4.  ItBASLER . 


452  cases  were  notified,  mostly  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  when  the 
effect  of  the  usual  biennial  epidcnic  bocano  apparent. 

5.  DYSENTERY. 


43  casGS  occurred  mostly  in  the  first  half  of  the  year#  None  wero  sever Gj 

but  the  increase  in  dysentery  throughout  the  country  generally  gives  cause  for 
cancer no 

6.  FOOD  POISONING. 

.  ^  were  notified,  the  infection  being  probably  acquired  outside  the 

district.  Others  may  have  occurred  without  being  notified  as  this  disease  is 
C..1S0  on  the  increase.  Reference  to  this  is  made  elsewhere  in  the  report# 

7.  PNFUMONIA  # 

There  were  38  notifications,  a  small  increase  on  the  figures  for  1950#. 

but  with  modern  treatment  this  is  now  a  disQa.so  only  to  be  feared  at  the  extremes 
of  life. 

8.  TUBERCULOSIS# 

Notifications  increased  from  15  in  1950  to  25  in  1951.  There  were  two 
deaths ^ from  this  disease  compared  with  five  in  the  preceding  year.  Although 

the  majority  of  cases  were,  undoubtedly,  due  to  infection  with  the  human  strain 

of  bacterium,  the  danger  of  bovine  infection,  although  decreasing,  is  still 
considerable.

THE  MSS  RADIOGRAPIiY  UNITS  for  the  detection  of  early  or  symptomless ^  cases  of 
tuberculosis  visited  the  Graven  Division  in  the  suraiacr  and  operated  in  fivc^ 
tov/ns*  It  is  difficult  for  adninistra.tive  reasons  to  give  figures  on  a  strictly 
local  basis,  but  the  following  total  figures  give  an  idea  of  the  response  to 
the  invitations  and  advertisements  displayed,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  the 
population  of  the  Division  is  under  60,000.

Facilities  for  diagnosis  are  available  at  the  Koighley,  Leeds  and

I  ha.vc  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  19  51. 

The  progress  commenced  during  lo,st  year  has  been  maintained  and  intensified.  In 
particular  a  considerably  greater  amount  of  supervision  of  restaurants  a.nd  food 
shops  was  found  to  bo  possible.  Progress  vi^as  made  o-nd  the  year  saw  some  improve-- 
rxnt  in  cleanliness  and  method  within  food  premises^  some  of  this  improvement  can 
probably  bo  attributed  to  publicity  given  to  food  hygiene  on  a  national  ba.sis ,  but 
I  believe  that  some  credit  can  also  be  claimed  for  the  personal  approach  by 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 


The  Cleansing  Depot  in  Meadow  Lane,  Gononlcy  was  put  into  use 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  eind  has  proved  a  great  convenience  and  aid  to 
efficiency.  A  "Powell"  paper  baler  wo-s  installed,  o.nd  at  the  end  of  the  year  any 
quantity  of  paper  likely  to  bo  collcctod  could  be  effectively  dealt  with. 

The  rise  of  building  costs  during  the  year  intensified  the 
difficulties  which  have  been  experienced  for  many  yea.rs,  of  inducing  the  ov/ners  of 
rented  property  to  carry  out  even  modest  repairs.

If  only  SOEG  increase  of  rent  permitted  in  respect  ^of  repairs, 

I  feel  that  it  should  be  possible  to  effect  some  improvement  in  housing 
conditions,  or  at  least  to  retard  further  decay  in  property «> 

I  should  like  to  express  appreciation  of  the  help  and  encouragement 
rccGivcd  fron  tho  Health  Conrlttcc,  its  Ghairnan,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health-  to  thank  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors,  the  staff  of  tho  Health 
Departnont  and  worknen  for  their  loyal  support  throughout  the  year.

In  spite  of  the  difficulty  of  persuading  the  owners  of  property 
to  carry  out  necessary  repairs  the  above  tables  show  that  the  strenuous  efforts 
of  Officers  of  the  Department  were  rev/arded  by  some  increase  ini  maintenance  work 
over  previous  years® 

As  I  have  very  briefly  mentioned  in  the  introduction  to  my 
section  of  the  report,  it  is  e.  great  pity  that  rents  are  fixed  at  so  low  a  figure 
in  relation  to  building  repairs  that  even  very  minor  repairs  swo-llow  up  months 
or  even  years  rentals® 

In  some  districts  this  difficulty  is  overcome  by  the  purchase  by 
the  Authority  of  sub-standard  property  who  then  re-condition-  it  and  let  it  a.t 
whatever  rental  they  consider  to  be  adequate® 

I  personally  should  hesitate  for  a  long  time  before  rocommending 
such  a  step^  as  it  appears  that  any  Authority  purchasing  such  property  is  likely  to 
incur  heavy  financial  loss  on  the  deal.  It  appears  that  the  only  adequate  solution 
would  be  if  legislation  were  introduced  to  allow  a  reasonable  increase  of  rent  over 
and  above  that  now  permitted  on  a  certificate  being  issued  by  the  Local  Authority 
or  itd  Sanitary  Officer,  tha.t  it  had  been  well  looked  after  and  all  the  necessary 
maintenance  repairs  carried  out. 

In  the  meantime,  every  effort  Y/ill,  of  course,  be  continued  to 
keep  property  in  as  good  a  state  as  possible.

My  remarks  e.t  the  foot  of  Table  2.  apply  with  equal  force  to  the 
above  with  the  additional  comment  that  the  payment  of  improvement  grants  under 
Section  20.  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949  might  be  of  very  real  assistance  in 
improving  the  condition  of  houses  within  the  district. 

Unfortunately,  no  grants  under  this  section  have  yet  been  made 
by  the  Council. 


CIVIL  BUILDING  LICENSING. 

The  restriction  on  the  issue  of  licences  was  continued  throughout 
the  year,  the  amount  for  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  property  being 
£19,053.  18s.  Od.  this  amount  was  divided  between  57  licences. 


Sixteen  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  erection  of  new  houses 
and  one  licence  supplementary  to  a  licence  issued  dui’ing  1948  was  sent  out. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

To  the  end  of  March,  1951  the  scavenging  of  the  major  part  of  the 
district  was  continued  by  direct  labour. 

At  the  beginning  of  April,  in  addition,  practically  the  whole  of 
the  remaining  scavenging  contracts  were  ta,ken  overj,  and  cleansing  in  the  whole 
district,  except  for  Eordley,  Banknewton  and  Barden,  in  which  Parishes  neither  house¬ 
hold  refuse,  night  soil  was  collected,  were  taken  over  to  be  done  by  direct 
labour,  using  the  Council's  vehicles.  The  only  contracts  which  were  in  operation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  were  in  respect  of  Buckden  and  Kettlewell-with-Starbott on. 

To  ena.blG  this  contract  v/ork  to  be  taken  over  a  seven  cubic  yards  *^Donnis”  side 
loading  refuse  collector  and  a  further  nightsoil  trailer  were  purchased  and  put 
into  operation. 


The  purchase  of  the  disused  Mount  Zion  Chapel  in  Cononley  was 
completed  and  the  building  put  into  operation  as  a  cleansing  depot  during  the 
earlier  part  of  the  year. 

The  use  of  this  building  was  found  to  bo  a  great  improvement  on 
the  former  practice  of  using  alree^dy  overloaded  road  depots  and  more  efficient 
supervision  of  the  work  was  found  to  be  possible.  Some  increase  of  efficiency  is 
still  necessary,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  increase  this  and  lower  costs 
wherever  possible  although  the  cost  of  the  collection  of  household  refuse  in  a

h±  the  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  ashpits  in  use  throughout 
the  whole  district  was  less  than  ton  and  nost  of  these  were  only  used  for  clinker 
fron  central  heating  boilers  or  sireilar  inert  naterial.  One  or  pvo  ashpits  will 
rcrain  in  uso  as  there  are  no  suitable  sites  where  bins  can  be  placed. 

The  substitution  of  bins  for  pits  has  been  an  enormous  help  in 
keeping  the  collection  on  schedule,  and  from  toxic-  to  tine  aggregations  of  houses, 
new  or  otherwise,  have  been  added  to  the  collection  areas  without  extra  men  or 
vehicles  having  to  be  employed.  It  should  now  be  possible  to  incr(SiS3  to  some

BACTERIOLOGICAL  B.Xiif.iINATICN.  - 

During  the  year,  routine  sampling  of  private  supplies  and  supplies 
provided  by  undertakings  other  than  the  Council  was  carried  out,  and  the  samples 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  This  laboratory  is  directed  by 
the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Eighty  six  samples  wore  taken.  In  these  cases  v/herc  the  laboratory 
report  indicp.ted  the  vAtcr  to  be  unfit  or  of  a  doubtful  purity  for  drinking  and 
domestic  purposes,  further  samples  vere  ta.kon  at  varying  periods  from  the  same 
source.  Several  samples  arc  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  more  reasoned  judgment  of  the 
water.  In  each  case  v/herc  the  water  vAs  shown  to  be  constantly  unsatisfactory  or 
of  doubtful  quality  the  owners  of  the  supplies  were  informed  and  advised  to  provide 
a  satisfactory  supply  either  from  an  alternative  source  or  by  protection  of  the 
existing  supply  to  exclude  pollution  or  by  filtration  and/or  sterilisation.  In 
flomn  canoG  alternative  sup^plies  v/cre  found,  in  others  more  adequate  protection  wis 
provided  whilst  some  owners  considered  methods  of  purification,  nt  the  year  end, 
action  on  certain  supplies  wo^s  under  consideration.

As  a  result  of  bacteriologi cally  unsatisfactory  samples,  the 
ovmers  of  a  welter  supply  suggested  tY/o  alternative  sources.  ^Both  supplies  v/ere 
sampled  and  from  one  source  it  Yjas  thought  desirable  to  submit  a^  sample  to  a 
consulting  chemist  for  the  detection  of  lead.  This  is  the  practice  in  every 
case  where  the  vAter  supply  is  near  a  disused  lead  mine*  Ibe  chemist  reported 
the  lead  content  of  the  sample  to  be  nil. 


In  connection  with  the  periodic  investigation  into  the  plumbo- 
solvent  action  of  w.ter  the  West  Riding  County  Council  requested  two  samples  of 
v/ator  from-  a  tap  served  by  a  lead  supply  at  least  15*  in  length.  One  sample  yas 
taken  in  the  morning  and  represented  the  vAter  after  standing  all  night  in  the 
pipe,  water  from  the  tap  was  then  run  to  waste  and  after  standing  half  o.n  hour 

the  second  sample  was  taken*

MILK  SUPPLIES  0 


There  are  six  persons  registered  as  distributors  of  milk 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949.  Of  these  two  were  registered 
during  1951. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949.,  seven  persons  were  issued  with  licences  authorising  them  to  use  the 
designation  Tuberculin  Tested  in  relation  to  milk  sold  by  then  within  the 
district  o 


One  dealer’s  licence  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  was  issued  authorising  the 
use  of  the  designation  Pasteurised • 

One  supplementary  licence  authorising  the  use  of  the 
designation  Tuberculin  Tested  yiAs  issued.  Supplementary  licences  are  issued 
when  the  milk  is  produced  outside  the  district  and  retailed  within. 

MILK  SAiVIPLSS. 

The  important  work  of  sampling  retail  milk  supplies  was 
continued  during  the  year.  Samples  are  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  the 
detection  of  dirt  and  other  extraneous  matter,  and  for  the  detection  of  the 
tubercle  bacillus.  Three  cases  of  milk  infected  with  this  bacillus  were  brought 
to  light.  The  procedure  of  notifying  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  v/as  follpwed  in  each  case,  and  two  animals  in  the  herds  from  which  the 
milk  was  derived  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  were  slaughtered. 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  tke  laboratory  results,  notices  were 
aenred  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  requiring  the  milk  to  be  heat 
treat 0(5  h^foro  sale  until  the  animals  in  the  herd  found  to  be  affected  with 
tuberculosis  had  been  removed.

Registrar  General’s  Preliminarv  Report  on  the  1951  Census j. 

This  gives  a  mxed  urban  and  rural  comnunity  with  a  diversity  of 
trades  and  occupations.  Social  conditions  have  changed  little  during  the  year, 
and  there  was  full  enployment  until  the  end  of  the  sumrier .  Thereafter,  the 
textile  industry  experienced  a  shortage  of  orders,  and  although  the  numbers 
were  not  large,  there  \7as.  more  unemployment  than  for  the  past  few  years. 

Although  progress  has  been  made  in  all  districts  during  the  year, 
the  general  housing  position  remains  unsatisfactory.  iVlany  families,  are  still 
compelled  to  live  ini  overcrowded  dwellings,  or  ¥/hat  is  worse,  to  share  their 
house  and  its  essential  amenities  with  another  family.  The  ill  effects  which 
'"Gsult  are  both  physical  and  psychological,  and  they  go  far  beyond  the  obvious 
sequelae  of  domestic  unhappiness  and  frustration.

The  Division  1ms  again  been  fortunate  in  having  an 
alnost  conplete  establiahnent  of  staff  throughout  the  year,  and  every  effort  has 
been  nade  to  provide  the  mxioun  a.ssistance  to  patients,  nodical  practitioners, 
hospitals  8.nd  schools.  It  is  not  through  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority’s  staff  that  so  little  progress  has  been  nade  in  co-ordinating 
the  services  established  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.,  and  which 
are  now  costing  over  £400  nillion  each  year.  Of  this  large  sun,  only  7/©  is  allotted 
to  the  local  a.uthcrHy  nedical  services,  the  rest  being  devoted  to  treating  disease* 
That  the  Nationo.1  Health  Service  has  developed  with  an  entirely  disproportionate 
enphasis  on  the  hospital  services  is  regrettable.  Particularly  when  it  has  been 
at  the  expense  of  the  genere.l  nodical  and  loca.1  authority’s  services,  concerned  as 
they  are  with  the  health  of  the  fanily,  and  the  comunity,  and  the  prevention  rather 
than  the  trcatnent  of  established  disease- 

Monthly  staff  conferences  have  again  been  held  during  the 
year,  and  improved  relationships  achieved  by  inviting  speakers  engaged  in  work 
related  to  our  own  sphere*

Conferences  have  also  been  held  to  discuss  the  problem  of 
children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  to  which  all  persons 
having  an  interest  in  this  form  of  social  work  have  been  invited*  These  meetings 
(and  the  appointment  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  co-ordinate  the  work), 
have  been  of  value,  although  the  problem  is  a  difficult  one* 

3.  HEALTH  CBNTRaS > 


The  provision  of  health  centres  was  to  have  been  one  of  the 
basic  principles  of  the  National  Health  Service*  Unfortunately,  economic  conditions 
have  iiade  this  generally  impossible*  Multiple  clinics  are  in  the  same  position* 

So  for  the  present,  continued  use  has  to  be  made  of  buildings  quite  unsuiited  for  the 
purpose,  with  the  staff  working  under  difficulties*  A  great  deal  of  valuable  work 
has,  however,  been  accomplished,  and  the  large  attendances  at  the  clinics  show  hov/ 
much  these  services  are  apprecia.t  ed  •

ThG  domoiad  for  hoiac  helps  is  alv/ays  greater  than  the  supply, 
and  although  satisfactory  in  most  respects  the  service  still  lacks  that  flexibility 
which  is  so  necessary  when  dealing  v/ith  urgent  calls  for  assistance#  The  opinion 
is  still  held  that  these,  calls  could  be  more-  easily  dealt  v/ith  by  the  employment 
of  a  very  limited  nuidoer  of  salaried  wholc^-time  helps  #io  could  be  directed  to 
homes  as  the  need  arose,,  and  without  delay#  ,  They  would  also  be  able  to  provide 
more  continuous  care  for  the  aged,  particularly  if  employed  to  care  for  a  group. 
Such  an  arro^ngement  v/ould  also  reduce  the  amount  of  supervision  which  is  required 
under  existing  rules,  and  place  greator  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  service  is 
primarily  an  emergency  one  for  the  benefit  of  the  many,  rather  than  for  the 
continued  assistance  of  a  few  long  term  cases#

For  the  purposes  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  this  Division 
shares  the  services  of  a  rient-il  health  social  worker  v/ith  Division  No  •  2  •  It  has 
been  her  responsibility  to  supervise  the  defectives  and  to  ensure  that  they  arc 
adequately  controlled  and  ca,red  fori  to  provide  reports  for  Dental  deficiency 
institutions  on  patients  admitted,  on  licencei  or  discharged^  and  to  provide  on 
occasions  similar  information  for  nficntal  hospite^ls. 

In  addition,  she  has  given  valuable  assistance  to  the 
Educationa.l  Psychologist  in  the  conduct  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  organised 
under  the  School  Health  Service. 


These  duties  have  left  no  time  for  the  training  and  teaching 
of  defectives  in  their  oto  hom.es,  and  as  there  is  no  Occupation  Centre  in  the 
Division  to  receive  defectives  each  day,  a  Home  Teacher  is  required  to  give 
individual  and  group  training.  Unfortunately,  this  appointment  is  vacant  at 
present.  The  shortage  of  institutional  accommodation  for  mental  defectives  still 
persists  throughout  the  country,  but  as  the  majority  of  our  worst  cases  ha.¥G  now 
been  admitted  the  problem  is  less  acute,  for  the  time  being  at  any  rate.

Under  the  Na.ticne.1  Her' 1th  Service  iict  the  Locp.1  Health  iiuthority 
has  a  statutory  duty  to  mke  arrangements  for  persons  in  its  area  to  be  vaccinated 
against  snicallpcx  and  inniunised  against  diphthcrio. • 


Vaccination  and  innunisation  arc,  therefore,  offered  to  the 
parents  of  all  babies,  and  if  desired  are  carried  out  by  the  fanily  doctor  or 
c:t  o.ny  child  v/elfare  centre .  Ir.irnunisation  is  again  offered  v/hen  the  child 
reaches  school  age. 


Both  procedures  are  voluntary  and  without  charge.  These  factors, 
along  v/ith  the  greo-tly  reduced  incidence  of  both  diphtheria  and  smallpox  give 
many  parents  tm  entirely  false  sense  of  security.  For  smallpox  may  be  imported 
into  this  country  at  cany  tine,  and  the  remarkable  fall  in  incidence  and  deaths 
from  diphtheria  during  the  p-ist  ten  years  h<as  only  been  achieved  by  immunisation. 


Although  the  nurjbers  vaccinated  cund  ioreunised  in  the  Division  in 
1951  show  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  the  position  is  still  far  from 
sa.ti3fact  ory .

ixs  viras  stated  last  year,  this  is  a  mat  ter  which  has  for  long 
boon  the  concern  of  all  health  authorities,  and  it  is  still  in  the  process  of 
expansion  under  the  terns  of  the  Nationo.1  Health  Service  Act# 


The  dissemination  of  information  on  the  preven'^ion  of  illness  is 
regarded  as  the  responsibility  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  for  although  posters 
leaflets,  etc*,  are  provided,  the  personal  approach  is  undoubtedly  the  best 
method  of  promoting  health  education.  Other  methods  will  be  employed  when  time 
and  staff  permit,  but  it  would  be  appropriate  to  mention  here  our  gratitude  to 
the  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  W.D#  Hamilton)  for  his  very  close  co-opara.t ion  in  all 
aspects  of  the  work  concerned  with  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

ii,  variety  of  services  has  been  provided  under  ’Hhe  care  and 
after-care  scheme'^  including  si,ck  room  requisites  for  home  nurses  |  the  follow-up 
of  cases  discharged  from  the  larger  hospitals?  the  provision  of  crutches, 
special  beds,  invalid  chairs,  convalescent  hone  treatment,  a.nd  extra  milk  for 
certain  cases  of  tuberculosis. 


This  is  an  appropriate  place  to  refer  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged# 
It  is  a  subject  of  incre"*sing  importc.nce|  for  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estirmtes,  there  Y/ill,  in  the  next  forty  years,  be  o.  decrease  in  the 
child  population  a,long  with  a  considero-ble  increase  in  the  aged. 

Much  is  being  done  for  some  of  then  by  the  provision  of  hone 
visiting,  social  clubs,  chiropody,  and ’meals  on  Y/heels  ’  ,  etc.  Home  nurses  and 
home  helps  are  also  available#  But  there  are  others  who  are  mthout  the  help 
of  relatives  and  living  in  most  difficult  circumstances,  unwilling  to  enter  a 
hostel  or  homo,  and  unable  to  obtain  accomodo.tion  in  hospital  v/hen  they  become 
so  ill  that  removal  is  necessary.  By  contrast,  meiternity  beds  are  nOYi  available 
in  this  area  for  all  mothers  desirous  of  having  a  confinement  in  hospital 
regardless  of  socia.1  conditions,  p.nd  despite  the  fact  that  many  of  them  could 
well  ho.vG  their  bPvbies  at  home.  The  dividing  line  between  sickness  and  compa,rat 
health  is  narrow,  and  the  individual  nP.y  cross  and  recross  it  many  tines  in  his 
or  her  old  s.ge.  Better  facilities  should,  therefore,  be  a,va.ilable  in  the  form 
of  tempere.ry  accomnodeit ion  at  hostels,  ’’half-way  houses^',  o-nd  hospitals  to  meet 
this  situP.tion,  but  bearing  in  mind  the  fe.Gt  that  old  people  are  usuo^lly  much 
happier  in  their  Ovvn  hones,  and  that  it  is  much  less  expensive  to  mo-intain  them 
there. 

12#  Ni;xTIONi^X  assistance  ACTS,  1948  AND  1951. 


These  mots  provide  for  tho  removal  to  hospital  or  other  suitable 
place  of  persons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm, 
or  physically  handicapped  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  being  unable  to 
devote  to  themselves  p,nd  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper  care  and 
attention . 


During  the  yeo.r  it  became  necessary  to  take  a-ction  under  these 
Acts  on  three  occasions,  but  only  after  very  careful  consideration,  and  the 
failure  of  all  other  methods  of  eq^proach. 


13 .  PROBLEM  FAMILIES . 


Definition  of  this  term  is  not  easy,  but  ’’social  defectiveness  of 
such  a  degree  that  they  require  care,  supervision  and  control  for  their  own  well 
being  and  that  of  others”  gives  a  broad  idea.  A  register  of  such  families  is 
maintained  in  the  Division  and  although  there  are  not  very  many  names  on  it, 
there  seems  little  prospect  of  the  numbers  decreasing  until  additional  staff  and 
assistance  can  be  provided  to  help  them. 

14.  AIVIBULANCE  SERVICE. 


There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  ambulance  arrangements  during  the 
year,  and  the  Barnoldswick  and  Ecirby  Urban  District  Councils,  and  the  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade  at  Grassington  are  still  operating  their  vehicles  on  an  agency 
basis^for  the  County  Council.  Silsden  Urban  District  and  adjacent  parishes  are 
served  by  the  Keighley  Depot.  Addinghcam  and  Beamsley  are  served  by  the  Guiseley 
Depot.  The  remaining  parishes  in  the  Skipton  Rural  District,  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Skipton  are  served  either  by  the  Grassington  ambulance  or  from  the 
main  depot  at  Burnside  House,  Skipton.

1 5  o  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  arrangement  whereby  each  child  is  medically  examined  at  least 
three  times  during  school  life  has  been  continued  along  vath  special  examinations, 
and  re-examinations  as  necessary.  Nothing  in  the  National  Health  Service  takes 
its  place,  and  although  each  child  is  now  on  the  list  of  a  private  doctor,  he 
is  mainly  engaged  in  treating  illness  and  giving  advice  only  when  the  child 
comes  under  his  notice.  Long  intervals  may  elapse  during  v/hich  a  child  may  be 
suffering  from  on  ailment  virhich  he  ojoid  his  parents  have  failed  to  appreciate, 
or  become  so  o-ccustomed  to  that  they  no  longer  notice  it,  or  at  any  rate,  hs-ve 
taken  no  steps  to  have  it  remedied.  The  service  is  also  designed  to  enable 
children  v/ith  defects  to  be  kept  under  observation,  and  given  treatment  as 
required  or  prescribed. 


The  detection  of  defects  is,  hev/evor,  not  the  sole  object  of  these 
examinations,  for  they  provide  the  opportunity  f or  a  consultation  between  the 
parent j  the  teacher  and  the  doctor  to  assess  the  child’s  physical  and  mental 
condition,  and  discuss  his  progress ^  and  for  the  giving  of  advice  on  health, 
hygiene  and  other  points  which  may  arise  in  the  course  of  the  examination.  That 
the  service  is  greatly  apprccicatcd  is  obvious  from  the  high  percentage  of  parents 
who  take  the  trouble  to  attend  these  examinations.
